YUKON STEAMERS 
MAY BE USED ON 
THE MACKENZIE 


Vessels Could Be Brought From. 
The Yukon to the Mackenzie 
By Water 


Should the northern oi] or minerai 
fields develop according to expecia- 
tions, steamers from the Yukon river 
service will be brought into the North 
Weet Territories and will ply on the 
Mackenzie river from the mowth of 
the big stroam to Fort Smith . 

It js understood that this apples 
Co uery to the fleet owned by the 

hite Pass Company at Dawson, who 
have some large boats, which oouli 
be readily transported to the streams 
north of Edmonton. The vessels could 
go down to the mouth of the Yuko: 
river under their own eteam, ani 
from there be towed by an ocean go- 
ing steamer to the mouth of the 
Mackenzie river, where they woul! 
once again be under their own power 

At the present time, however, the 
service maintained on the Mackenzie 
by the various companies fs excellent 
and adequate to fill the country’s 
needs, but in the event of a heavy 
“strike” of off no doubt exists but 
that the Yukon built boats will be 
seen on the Mackenzie.

Work of Dominion Poultry Divi- 


| sion Very Effective—Build- 


ing New Poultry Houses 


The Ukrainian farmers in Alberta 
are making rapid progress in the 
poultry industry according to Geo. 
Cormie, Alberta representative of the 
poultry diviston of the Domin'‘on live- 
Stock branch, who reports that in tho 
settlement north and east of Hdmon- 
ton over 6,000 hatching eggs have 
been purchased, and one iiundred 
new up to date poultry houses have 
been erected during the past year, 
The distriat Includes Smokey Lake 
and the country Zor about forty miles 
north of there and south of Smokey 
lake as far as Fort Saskatchewan 
and Vegreville 

During the past year the poultry 
division has been carrying on propa- 
ganda work tn thie section of the pro- 
vince and in every way the resulte 
have been most gratifying. Bewdee 
going into purebred poultry some two 
hundred head of purebred cattle have 
been shipped into these districts and 
& large amount of good potato seed. 

When the farmers started to ship 
thelr poultry to the egg and poultry 


Marketing e#ervice last winter they 
found that they had suth 
Btook that they recetved very low 


rloes .They immeditely became in- 
erested in raising better poultry and 
through a Ukrainian agent tn the 
jamploy of the poultry branch they 
were able to get good hatching egga. 

The potatoes grown in ‘this part of 
the province were also of a very in- 
ferior nondescript character. Thirty 
farmers sent a six pound eamiple each 
}to the University of Alberta and it 
was found that only one out of the 
thirty had a pure variety and they 
immediately

The conclusion from Premier 


Greenfield’s statement on the re- 
sources question is that he has gone 
about as far on that road as he 
intends to go. That for the reason 
that to go farther would be to fare 
worse. The Province, he says, 18 
better off with the eubsidy it now 
draws annually from the Federal 
treasury than it would be if it sur- 
rendered the subsidy and took over 
the resources remaining in control 
of the Dominion Government. As 
for getting both the residue of the 
resources and also a cash: allow- 
ance in lieu of resources alienated 
before the Province was created, 
that he admits to be practically im- 
possible. The members from the 
older provinces will not consent to 
it. The choive is to carry on as at 
present or to take over the re 
maining resources at the sacrifice 
of a subsidy amounting to more 
than the net revenue which the 
Dominion secures from the admin- 
istration of them. The Premier 
naturally is for keeping the sub- 
sidy and letting. the Domigion 
keep the resources. 

The statement ends with the ob- 
servation that the Premier has cer- 
tain suggestions under considera- 
tion which may lead to some basis 
of settlement ‘‘which could be 
entertained by the Province.’’ If 
the object of that is to take away 
the taste of the medicine it may be 
that some will find the chaser less 
pleasant than the dose. It is 
very plain intimation that unless 
something new turns up the Pre- 
mier considers the resources con- 
troversy closed. In fact, as he 
represents it, the attitude of the 
Provincial Government is now 
exactly the reverse of what it has 
been during his and the preceding 
regime. Heretofore the Province 
has been clamoring for the resour- 
ces, and keeping the wires hot end 
the mails busy with petitions to 
the Dominion authorities to ‘‘en- 
tertain’’ its proposals. Now it is 
standing pat and waiting to be 
shown why it should take over 
the resources, or how it could do 69 
with a decent regard to its own 
financial interests. 

On one phase of the matter there 
should be general satisfaction.

If, there- 
fore, the matter is ended it ends 
not because of broken faith or
